In these Jays of revohjtioiiary proj- 


ects in matters racclianica} and scien- 
tific unusual engineering exploits have 
lost much of their tendency to create 
surprise. Still that sensation may be 
produced in a mild degree by the latest 
scheme of ocean transportation which 
has reached us from France, and -which 
has M. Bazin, not unknown in engi- 
fceenng circles, for its author. 


M. Bazin proposes, in brief, to build 
•n Atlantic liner on eight rollers, with 
the view of secaring'speetl mach higher 
than any thtis far attached, arguing 
that the t? heels or rollers on which the 
vessel is to rest will BO greatly diminish 
the resistance offered by the waves that 
SO knots an honr will he easily within 
the bounds of possibility, and will en- 
able the passage from Southampton or 
Liverpool to New York to be made in 
fonr days. The rollers are to enter the 
water to a depth of about 26 feet, and 
revolve within a platform placed about 
24 feet above the water, so that there 
will be a rolling instead of gliding 
body, as is the case in ordinary ships. 
The rollers presumably are to be worked 
by engines to secure propulsion. 


M. Bazin claims to have settled by 


experiment that the stability of the 
roller type of vessel is at least as great 
aa that of the ordinary type, and be- 
lieves that the construction of bis design 
of ship will be much lees costly than 
that of the usual description. Accord- 
ing to French report, it is proposed to 
put M. Bazjia's plans to a practica1 
test Ly constiueting a vessel about 406 
feet long and of about 00 feet beam, 
with lolleis 75 feet in diameter, and 85 
teet wide. The latter aie to mako 22 
revolutions per minute. — Cassiers' 
Mag-

THE 
BONJ> ISSUE. 


Secretary Carlisle announces that 


the bonds will be issued in the follow- 
ing denominations: Coupon bonds in 
$50, $100 and $1,000; registered bonds, 
ia $50, $100 $1,000, and $10,000. Gold 
certificates will be received the same 
as gold coin in payment of sabsorip- 
tion«. 


These bonds will not increase the 


amount of money in circulation one 
dollar; they bear interest at the rate of 
five per cent, per annum and are re- 
deemable in gold only. Greenbacks, 
which bear no interest and which could 
be printed by the Government at no 
greater expense th.iu the bonds, would 
answer all the purposes of the Govern- 
ment, but they would increase the cur- 
rency and that would be unsatisfac- 
tory to Wall Street. 


The gold trust has been accumulating 


gold coin and gold certificates for 
several months. It now has over $90,- 
000,000 in New York and it wants it 
invested in government securities, 
which are to be ps'ul in gold. It hopes 
by controlling leg . fion to make gold 
even more valuable than it is now, that 
is, make its purchasing power greater 
by the time the bonds mature, and con- 
fident that its hopoa will be realized, it 
will take the bom1 J at u low rate of 
interest. The bonds are not taxable 
for National, State, county or munici- 
pal purposes. A millionaire might 
invest all his money in these bonds. 
and not pay one cent taxes for the 
support of National, State, county or 
city governments, though receiving the 
same protection from those govern- 
ments as his neighbors who have their 
means invested in real estate or per- 
sonal property and are taxed for all 
purposes.

Kun«I Heady tor Cultivation 


and Occupation. 


The valleys of the Muddy and Bio 


Virgin rivers, in the extreme southern 
part of Nevada, are remarkable for the 
fertility of the land, and the fact that 
they are 'so sparsely settled is due to 
their distance from market. Muddy 
Springs are located on the Salt Lake 
and Los Angeles emigrant road. Leav- 
ing Muddy Springs and following the 
river for about twelve miles "California 
Crossing" is reached. This is the point 
at which the Salt Lake and Los Angeles 
emigrant road crossed the river, and it 
is at this point that the Nevada South- 
ern railroad will cross the valley in the 
near future. 
1'assing down twenty 


miles farther we reach St. Joseph, an 
old Mormon town. Three miles farther 
down the Muddy and Virgin rivers 
connect, and twenty-five miles below 
there the rivers empty into the Colo- 
rado. At this latter junction lies Bio- 
ville, a little cluster of houses, and 
here also is Bienelas' ferry. Bioville 
is the head of navigation oa the Colo- 
rado river. 


In the whole valley, from the springs 


to the Colorado river, the soil is very 
productive. There are 22,000 acres of 
land, enough to provide 160 acre farms 
for 130 families. There is plenty of 
water, at least 7,700 inches in the 
springs and just as pure as any that 
can be found anywhere. No variety of 
fruit yet tested has failed to grow here. 
The yield is large and the quality 
perfect. The grapes grown are very 
fine, containing 
forty-two per cent 


sugar. Of vegetable and field products, 
two crops a year can be produced. 


About forty miles in a southerly 


direction from the springs, and twenty 
miles north from the Colorado river, 
on the westerly side of the valley, lie 
the famous salt mountains, three in 
number, which contain the purest salt 
ever discovered. It is a pure white 
crystallization. Nature, in its great 
laboratory, having 'done its work in a 
manner that surpasses the knowledge 
and power of man. The ledges are so 
compact that a powerful blast of 
powder is required to displace it. These 
mountains are only about twenty-five 
mUes from the survey of the Nevada 
Southern railroad, and will be a source 
of wealth to some one within a short 
time. 


The Muddy Valley is situated in Lin- 


coln county, about 450 miles from 
Salt 
Lake city, 
and about the 


same* distance 
from 
San Bernar- 


dino. The Nevada Southern railroad, 
which cannot miss it, will open a mar- 
ket for the excellent products of the 
soil, as well as helping greatly in the 
development of its mineral wealth. 
And a little farther on the road will 
tap the coal fields that lie near the 
head of the Bio Virgin river in Utah.— 
Silver State.
